cate of improvement to him. Quito 
right. The case has hang fir'-* and iho 
land lain idle long enough. It ought to 
be settled, and «ottled at, once. It really 
looks as if the GovetfUnJeot, from its 
want of energy in p-shing the matter 
to an Issue, feels that it has a weak 
case. This ipay'or may not be ; bnl it 
certainly appears BO to tbope who bavu 
no interest one way or the other. 
Tbo question arose in this wise : — 
In 1859 Qovornor Douglas issued a pro^ 
claraalicn uu'horizing ilio pve-oinptirt; 
ot land in certaiu diptriois. In 1862, 
after ibo ludenluro between iho Hud- 
■on Bay Company and the Grown, 
which re .conveyed to tlio Crown ull 
lands not disposed oi by tho HudHon 
Boy Company, a second proolumaiion 
was issued by Governor Douglas open- 
ing all Iho Crown'lunds to pre-emp- 
tion. Among tho land ro- conveyed \>y 
the Company were from 50 to GO 
acres Ijing between Ogdeii Point' and 
Beacon Hill Park, which, in 1863, 
were pre-empted by Dr. Trimble and 
Mr. Niae, — the Luud Oflico receiving 
the legal amount for recording the 
pre^emptioD. Since that timo a certifi- 
oato of improvement bad been refoHcd 
by the Government ; but tho preic rap- 
tors bave settled npoo and are still m 
oocupatioD of the land. The issnanco 
of a certificate of improvement would 
be tantamount to granting a title, and 
henoe the object of the mandamus. 
We are glad to know that there is a 
prospect of the case shortly coming he- 
fore the Chief Jactice, by whom li will 
bo honestly and legally disposed of. 

ThB Agricultural and Horticultural 
Society meeting of yesterday was suc- 
oessfnl in oboosing a number of euer- 
gelio gentlemen as office-bearers and 
in deciding upon boldiog an ozbibition 
in September next.
